Swimmer shocked to find naturists using pool

An outraged swimmer has tried 
to cancel her health club mem¬ 
bership after discovering that 
naturists use the pool after 
hours. 

Aline Belisario, said she was in 
reception at LA Fitness, in 
Banstead Road, Ewell, at about 
4.15pm on a Saturday last 
month, after having a swim with 
her three children when she was 
shocked to see several naked 
swimmers on a computer 
screen. 

Ms Belisario said she was 
stunned to discover that natur¬ 
ists hire the pool, spa and sauna, 
on Saturday afternoons. 

She said : “I was shocked and 
angry that I wasn't given this in¬ 
formation when I joined the 
club. 

“I requested to cancel my 
membership as I would rather 
not sit on the same sauna or spa 
where a naked person has been 
sitting.” 

She said several other people 
were also angry about the issue 
that and added: “I don’t want to 
be judgemental of other people’s 
choices, but I feel it is outra¬ 
geous that the information was¬ 
n't given to me before I joined.” 

But Malcolm Beakhust, press 
relations officer for naturist 
Noah’s Ark swim and sauna 
club, which has about 60

members, said: “It’s ridiculous 
because I doubt her swimming 
costume is as clean as people sit¬ 
ting on towels in the sauna or 
spa. 


“It’s ill-founded and without 
any logic.” 

Mr Beakhust said members 
shower before and after the pool, 
and their sessions are when the 


pool is closed. 

He said: “We have heard about 
places where people are horri¬ 
fied at naked people coming into 
the pool. 

“The fact is what do they think 
a swimming costume does? It’s a 
piece of cloth.” 

The club was founded in 1977 
at a private house in Chertsey 
and moved to Ewell in 2005. 

Mr Beakhust said swimming 
naked was “much more relax¬ 
ing. You have nothing clinging 
around you”. 

He said: “It’s a more natural 
thing to do. Once you have had a 
go, you think what’s the point in 
putting clothes on to swim?” 

A spokeswoman at LA Fitness, 
which refused to allow Ms Belis¬ 
ario to cancel her membership, 
insisted naked images could not 
be seen by the public as CCTV 
monitors are behind the recep¬ 
tion desk and the pool is closed 
during naturist sessions. 

She said: “While she might feel 
a little squeamish, there is phys¬ 
ically no reason to feel so. 

“She’s never going to be there 
to see or experience it. 

“We don’t sign our members 
up by strict questions about 
their personal life.” 

She said nobody had ever com¬ 
plained about the naturists 
before. 

She said: “There’s probably 
more negative impact on pool 
water quality from make-up, 
hair products and general sweat 
that anything from naturists.”

A hairdresser whose salon 
was raided by a pair of brazen 
shoplifters is calling for them 
to be caught before they strike 
again. 

They struck last Thursday, 
April 11, when staff had mo¬ 
mentarily vacated the Stuart 
John Hairdressing salon, in 
Upper High Street, Epsom. 

But they did not escape the 
beady eye of the shop’s CCTV 
and now the owner Stuart 
Baker, has released the tape to 
the Epsom Guardian in the 
hope someone will identify 
them. 

Mr Baker first noticed the 
couple walking past his shop 
on the CCTV monitor in his 
office at 2.30pm. 

The woman stopped and 
stared at the top-of-the range 
GHD Candy Collections hair 
straighteners displayed in the 
window, before she and the 


man walked off. 

Mr Baker went and stood at 
the front of the shop and, 
when the couple did not re¬ 
turn, he went to use the toilet. 


In the “split second” be¬ 
tween him entering the toilet 
and the sole stylist at that 
time emerging from the staff 
room, the couple returned to 


the shop. 

The woman held open the 
door while the man picked up 
the straighteners, worth £110, 
and hid them under his coat 
before they both casually 
walked away. 

Mr Baker, 30, from Tatten- 
ham Corner, said: “They just 
walked in. They couldn’t care 
less. I want them to be caught. 
Not to get the £110 back - it’s 
about the principle. 

“Otherwise they might as 
well go to every shop and take 
what they want for free. 

“They could clear out the 
high street if they wanted to." 

Surrey Police searched the 
area but failed to locate the 
man or woman.

‘Foolish’ £15m police 
IT system is dropped

Nearly £15m of public money has 
been wasted on developing a 
criminal intelligence IT system 
that is now being scrapped. 

Surrey Police is pulling the 
plug on the Surrey Integrated 
Reporting Enterprise Network 
(Siren), which has never been 
used, after years of development. 

The amount of money equates 
to the salary of almost 500 police 
officers for a year, or £310,000 a 
month, since the contract to de¬ 
velop it was awarded in May 
2009. 

It comes at a time when the 
force is struggling to identify 
£7m of savings over the next four 
years. 

The borough’s new Police and 
Crime Commissioner Kevin Hur¬ 
ley announced last week that the 
system is being ditched after 
police decided it was no longer

the “best long-term option”. 

The idea of Siren was first 
mooted in 2005 to replace the ex¬ 
isting ageing system at a time 
when there were no off-the-shelf 
alternatives. The idea was to cre¬ 
ate “a new, fully integrated sys¬ 
tem, linking together all 
recorded information and intelli¬ 
gence within the force”. 

But eight years later a number 
of other forces are now introduc¬ 
ing their own systems and Sur¬ 
rey is hoping to team up with one 
them - although this will cost the 
force further millions of pounds. 

Mr Hurley said: “My decision 
to withdraw from the Siren pro¬ 
ject has not been taken lightly, 
but I believe that this course of 
action will ultimately be in the 


best interests of both Surrey Po¬ 
lice and the Surrey public.” 

He said the county’s police and 
crime panel, mainly made up of 
councillors, and the Audit Com¬ 
mission’s external auditors 
Grant Thornton will fully review 
the decision. 

Police and crime panel member 
and Mole Valley Councillor Mar¬ 
garet Cooksey said: “I think the 
initial decision was very foolish. 

“It just goes to show that we 
have to be extremely careful 
with such decisions when what 
we want to see is more police on 
the streets. 

“It’s a phenomenal amount of 
money and a disaster this has 
happened.”

Road bump app 
gets road test 

A new mobile phone app that de¬ 
tects potholes has been trialled 
on the county’s roads with ex¬ 
perts from the US. 

Surrey County Council has 
been testing an innovative new 
technology called Street Bump, 
which identifies road bumps 
through a mobile phone’s mo¬ 
tion sensor. 

When a vehicle hits a bump it 
transmits data with a location 
from the phone’s GPS. If a num¬ 
ber of drivers hit the same spot 
then the system identifies it as a 
pothole. 

The aim is to create a map of 
road conditions quicker than 
using traditional inspections.

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Travellers given 3 years 
to leave greenbelt site

Five families of gypsies and trav¬ 
ellers will have to vacate their 
greenbelt caravan site within 
three years, the Secretary of State 
has ruled. 

Eric Pickles, Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment, upheld Mole Valley 
Council’s decision to bar families 
from settling permanently in 
River Lane, Leatherhead, because 
it would ruin that part of the 
countryside. 

But Mr Pickles criticised the 
council for failing to find another 
site for the families, who have a 
total of 21 children, and have lived 
there for a decade and integrated 
into the community. 

The children, including two 
with special needs, attend schools 
in Leatherhead and one boy, 
seven, with cystic fibrosis and 
brain damage needs treatment at 
Epsom Hospital every two 
months. 

A Government letter highlight¬ 
ed a “substantial need” for gypsy 
and traveller sites and “material 
failure of policy” because the 
council had not identified sites 
that could take them. But it said it 
was likely another permanent site 
could be found within three years. 


In 2007 a planning inspector 
gave the families leave to stay for 
four more years and in 2011 the 
council refused the families plan¬ 
ning permission for the site. 
Council officers then examined 41 
potential alternative sites but 
found none were suitable. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Dave Howarth, who represents 
Leatherhead North, said: “I agree 
it is disgraceful this issue remains 
unresolved. This uncertainty 


needs to end for the sake of all res¬ 
idents of River Lane.” 

Jenny Moore, who runs commu¬ 
nity shop Batitude in Leather¬ 
head, said they were fully behind 
the families staying put. 

She said: “They are a valued 
part of the community. 

“Iam grateful they are not going 
to be evicted today.” 

The council said is examining 
the recommendation and will con¬ 
tinue seeking suitable sites.

‘Perfectionist’ nurse suspended 


An “extremely competent and 
perfectionist” nurse has been 
suspended for misconduct for 
risking the cross-contamination 
of patients. 

Edwina Benneyworth, who 
worked as a junior sister on 
the day case unit at Epsom 
Hospital for 17 years, was sus¬ 
pended from the profession 
for a year at a hearing of the 
conduct and competence 
committee of the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council (NMC) on 
April 2.

Mrs Benneyworth admitted 
that in July 2010 she told a 
healthcare assistant to wash a 
bronchoscope - an instru¬ 
ment inserted into the airways 
to check for abnormalities - 
even though she knew there 
was a minute hole in it. 

Despite knowing the risks 
of cross-contamination she 
failed to inform the consul¬ 
tant that it was leaking and 


provided it for use on other 
patients. 

The NMC said she had 
shown she was “deeply sorry 
for the events” and had a 
“successful and longstanding 
career”, but that her actions 
“fell significantly short of the 
standards expected of a regis¬ 
tered nurse”. 

It heard Mrs Benneyworth 
had been under psychological 
strain because of her hus¬ 
band’s poor health which 
forced him to leave his job and 


caused the couple financial 
hardship. 

The NMC said: “On reflec¬ 
tion you said you should have 
informed management about 
your personal problems, but 
you stated that ‘I thought I 
could manage but obviously I 
couldn’t.” 

Colleagues described her as 
“extremely competent and a 
perfectionist” and spoke of 
her working tirelessly and 
eager to help. 

The NMC found this was an 


“isolated incident, which is 
out of character”. 

But it said the punishment 
was necessary to maintain 
public confidence in nursing 
and the standard of behaviour 
expected of a registered nurse. 

Mrs Benneyworth was 
suspended from her job by 
Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
trust in July 2010 and 
resigned soon after. 

She has not worked since 
and has no plans to return to 
nursing.

Rob Douglas, Meru’s chair¬ 
man, said: “Our team has 
worked incredibly hard not 


just to meet the requirements 
of a variety of severe or com¬ 
plex disability conditions but 
also to satisfy stringent manu¬ 
facturing and airline 
regulations. 

“Winning this award is a 
massive boost and indicates to 
the airline industry just how 
valuable a product Trav¬ 
elChair is.”

Before you visit a school take 
a look at your child and think 
about what would actually 
benefit their future. 

Does your child have 
natural abilities in the 
performing arts, music or 
sport or is he or she more 
academically focused? Is the 
school more geared to 
vocational training or 
academic qualifications or do 
you favour boarding school to 
create independence and 
provide your child with a 
rounded education? 

Focus on these and other 
very important assessments 
of your child as you flick 
through prospectuses or click 
on school websites. 

Once you have made a 
decision about which school 
will benefit your child, you 
need to arm yourself with a 
list of questions which will 
stem from your child’s 
capabilities. 

Most open days involve a 
tour from students, a talk 
from the headteacher and a 
question and answer session - 
and this is where your 


homework will come in 
handy. 

When you arrive at the 
school for the open day, note 
your first impressions. Do you 
feel welcome? Does the school 
look well-maintained? Are the 
buildings new? Speak to the 
headteacher and try to form 
an idea of the direction he or 
she is taking the school in, 
and what plans they have. 

For secondary schools, find 
out about the entrance policy. 
If prospective pupils have to 
sit an exam, ask to see a past 
paper. 

Talk to teachers from all 
departments. A rounded 
education is important, so try 


to judge the enthusiasm and 
character of all the teachers 
and find out more about 
pupils’ performance in all 
subjects. Sometimes pupils’ 
work displayed on the walls 
can give you an idea of what is 
being taught. Look at the 
equipment and facilities - for 
example lab equipment, 
computers, seats, desks, 
library and toilets - to ensure 
they are up-to-date. 

Sports facilities should not 
be overlooked, as physical 
education is important to 
your child’s development. 

Find out what sports are 
offered, as well as what 
equipment is available. Does 


the school have its own 
playing fields or do pupils 
have to travel to take part in 
sports? Extra curricular 
activities are also important, 
so find out what activities are 
offered at lunchtime or in the 
evenings. 

If you have work 
commitments, which means 
your child has to go to school 
early or come home late, find 
out if there is a ‘breakfast 
club’ or after-school activities. 

Find out what percentage of 
pupils stay on to the sixth 
form, and how many of them 
go on to university, and which 
universities they go to. 

Another way of getting to 
the heart of the school is to 
chat to the students. 

Sometimes pupils 

themselves help out on open 
days, so use the opportunity 
to ask them what they like 
and dislike about the school. 

Find out too what they hope 
to do when they leave school - 
this will help gauge the 
pupils’ ambitions in life. 

And remember, although on 
an open day it is the school 


that is on show, it is also just 
as important for you to make 
a good impression. This may 
well count in your favour 
when applying for a place for 
your child. 

One final tip, don’t take your 
child with you to open days. If 
you really like the school, 
arrange with the headmaster 
for another time to return - 
this way you can come back 
with your child and judge 
their reaction to the school 
and its teachers. 

What you’re looking for is 
an attitude of warmth, as well 


as authority, from the 
teachers who will be 
educating your child and 
more importantly, it will 
answer your questions about 
whether your child will be 
happy there.

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Advice on coping with exam stress 



Exam time can be stressful 
for the whole family - not 
just the young person who is 
sitting the exams. 

Parents get anxious about 
whether their children are 
studying enough, whether 
they are looking after 
themselves, and whether 
they will get the results they 
need. 

Students are often 
stressed, anxious and 
irritable, and can have 
trouble with eating and 
sleeping - never mind 
studying. The resulting 
anxiety on both sides can be 
distressing and disruptive to 
family life. 

“There will be outbursts 
and everyone will have to 
try and remain calm - 
remember it’s only for a 
short while,” said Daphne 
Joseph of Young Minds, the 
UK’s leading charity 
committed to improving the 
emotional well-being and 
mental health of children 
and young people.

together the following exam 
tips for families: 

1. Accept this is going to be a 
stressful time for the whole 
family - expect outbursts 
and try to remain calm; 

2. Find out the dates of your 
child’s exams, what prep 
they need to do and when 
coursework needs to be 
handed in; 

3. Try and work with your 
child and support them 
rather than policing them; 

4. Encourage children to 
talk to you if they are really 
worried. Reassure them that 
if they do not get their 
expected grades, there will 
be other opportunities 
ahead; 

5. Find out what revision 
techniques are 


recommended by the school, 
and check out online 
revision sites; 

6. If you have any concerns 
or questions, contact the 
school rather than relying 
on your child to do it; 

7. Encourage your child to 
have regular breaks from 
studying, to do something 
they enjoy; 

8. Make sure they eat 
healthy snacks regularly, 
and drink enough so they 
don’t get dehydrated; 

9. Exercise is also a good 
way to relax, even just a 
walk round the block; 

10. Respect their body clocks 
- many teenagers are more 
alert during the night and 
this may be the best time for 
them to revise!

Under the Spanish sun 


Spain not only offers endless ex¬ 
periences by the sea, but its 
wines are a voyage of discovery. 

This diverse wine-producing 
nation boasts the biggest vine¬ 
yard in the world and the varia¬ 
tions in flavour and style are a 
result of its climate and geo¬ 
graphical contrasts. 

To begin our journey, the 
Penedes region of Catalunya 
is the birthplace of cava, with 
Codorniu its sparkling cham¬ 
pion. 

Made in the same method as 
champagne, good quality cava 
is on the same level as its 
more expensive counterpart, 
but softer, less acidic and, 
some say, better priced. 

To mirror the households of 
Barcelona, where cava is a staple 
in the fridge, try Anna de Codor¬ 
niu Blanc de Noirs NV, Spain 
(£12, www.corkingwines.com). 
Named after the family heiress 
and the first Spanish winery to 
produce this style entirely from 
black grapes, the pinot noir ex¬ 
udes aromas of red fruits, with a 
flourish of freshness, strength 
and body - the ideal pour for any¬ 
one with an Anna in their life or 


a penchant for Catalan food. 
Another cava to break with 
tradition, Vilarnau Cava 
Brut Nature, Spain (£11.50, 
www.ocado.com) is a dryer 
style with no added sugar. 
Made from a trio of cava 
grapes - macabeo, parallada 
and chardonnay - it’s fresh 
and lively with toasty aro¬ 
mas, finesse and good 
minerality and weight on 
the clean finish. A real 
corker to pair with chan- 
quetes, or deep fried 
whitebait to you and me. 
Beyond the bustle of 
Barcelona, the Rias 
Baixas region in Galicia 
on the north-western tip 
is a showcase for albarino. 
It’s an indigenous grape that’s 
joined the A-list, partly thanks to 
its comparison with sauvignon 
blanc. 

Voted best white over £10 at the 
Wines of Spain Awards 2012, 
Bodegas Fillaboa Albarino 2010, 
Rias Baixas, Spain (£15.99, 
www.thegeneralwine.co.uk) is a 
shining example. With no oak in¬ 
fluence, its apple orchard aromas 
and white stone fruits are stud¬ 


ded with pineapple notes, and 
while slightly unctuous and 
heady, it has bags of appeal. 

If you like to flip-flop between 
whites, godello is Galicia’s sec¬ 
ond grape and definitely worth 
experimenting with if you’re at¬ 
tracted to the tropical fruits in a 
chardonnay. 

Awarded a silver at the De¬ 
canter World Wine Awards 2012, 
try Mara Martin Godello 2011, 
DO Monterrel (Galicia), Spain 
(£10.99, www.morrisons 
cellar.com). A straw yellow and 
rich style, it’s blossomy with 
scents of white flowers. The 
apple, pear drops and melon ball 
flavours add a refreshing acidity. 

Located in the north, three 
hours from Barcelona, Rioja is 
the most famous of Spain’s his¬ 
toric wine-producing areas. 

Rioja Vega Crianza, Rioja 2009, 
Spain (White Label), Spain (£8.95 
per bottle, or £7.95 each if you 
buy six until May 6, www.tan- 
ners-wines.co.uk) has mainly 
tempranillo with sweet black 
cherries, currants, dried savoury 
herbs and spice. It mellows and 
softens with food and marries 
well with pasta, veal and kebabs.

Make sure you pay the 
right tax, landlords told 


It is not uncommon for 
landlords to pay too much tax 
because they are missing out 
on the many tax allowances 
they are entitled to, says one 
local lettings agency. 

As the new tax year 
commences, Leaders is 
reminding landlords of their 
tax obligations, and also of 
the allowances they are 
entitled to. 

Allison Thompson, Leaders 
regional director for Surrey 
said: “Any profit made from 
letting a property is subject to 
UK income tax, whether the 
landlord lives in the UK or 
not, and must be reported in a 
self assessment return. 

“However, certain deduc¬ 
tions are allowable, and with

the growing numbers of buy- 
to-let investors, we believe 
many landlords may not be 
aware of them.” 

Leaders advises landlords to 
bear in mind that they are 
permitted to make certain 
deductions from their rental 
income before calculating 
profit, although these 
deductions are only applic¬ 
able when the property is 
being let or is available for 
letting. 

“We strongly advise 
landlords to keep all receipts 
and letting agent statements 
to prove income and 


expenditure relating to the 
rental of their property,” said 
David. 

“If you have an organised 
filing system for your records, 
your tax return will be much 
easier to complete and you 
won’t end up paying more tax 
than is strictly necessary.”

Sales reach a three-year high 


Surveyors report increased 
confidence in the market 
with the number of homes 
sold in the UK reaching a 
three-year high in March. 

In that month, chartered 
surveyors reported selling an 
average of 17.4 homes over 
the previous three months, 
the highest number since 
March 2010. 

Confidence has been slowly 
returning to the UK housing 
market since the end of 2012, 
and transactions have also 



three consecutive months, 
says the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors report. 

A spokesman for the RICS 
said: “This increasing 
stability was mirrored by 
prices as respondents across 
the country reported 
practically no movement 
during March. 

“A net balance of just one 
per cent more surveyors 
reported price falls (from 
seven per cent), meaning 
house prices across the UK 
have now been relatively 
stable for six months. 

“Moving on to demand, an 
increasing number of 
prospective 
buyers got

“A net balance of 11 per 
cent more surveyors reported 
rises in new-buyer enquiries, 
the highest reading since 
October.

Landlords who are resident 
abroad for more than six 
months in any tax year are 
generally classified as non¬ 
resident landlords, but 
income tax is still payable. 

Allison added: “If the tax 
affairs of non-resident 
landlords are up-to-date, they 
can complete an NRL1 form - 
which your letting agent 
should provide - to apply for 
exemption from having tax 
deducted from your rental 
income at source, although 
the income is still taxable and 
must be reported in the self 
assessment tax return. 

“HMRC regularly inspects 
letting agents’ records to 
make sure that non-resident
